OTTAWA-—The Senate banking and commerce committee 
voted Monday night against the granting of a charter to 
Premier Bennett's proposed bank of B.C. 

The committee's vote has the effect of killing the bill 
to incorporate thé bank. e “ : 

The Senate committee vote of 17 to 7 against the grant- 
ing of the charter was decided despite a last-minute offer 
by Premier Bennett to-withhold all government investment 
in the bank until the Bank Act is revised next year. 

The committee vote was taken on a resolution by Senator 
A. K. Hugessdn (L.—Quebec) which declared the charter bill 
should not: pass because provincial government ownership 
of shares could lead to control of a federally-chartered bank 
by a province. 

Senator Wallace McCutcheon 
strongly against the bill, claiming assurances given by B.C. 
that its investment would be limited were insufficient.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
U.S. Supreme Court Aone 
mously has given its most im- 
portant .civil rights decision 
since it declared public school 
segregation unconstitutional 10 
years ago. The 1954 decision 
was also unanimous. 

The court Monday upheld the 
constitutionality of a key section 
of the much fought ~ over 1964 
Civil Rights Act which forbids 
racial discrimination ‘in places 
of public accommodation this 
way: 

Hotels and motels must serve 
all races if their customers or 
food move in interstate com- 
merce. There may be some ex- 
cepfions that dont affect inter- 
state commerce. They'll be few. 
The court didn’t spell out de- 
tails. 

One of the main and most per- 
sistent arguments against the 
1964 act was that telling busi-| 
nessmen they had to serve all 
kinds of people would deprive 
Americans of personal and prop- 
erty rights.

“I believe this with all my heart,” 
said Mr. Diefenbaker, ‘‘that if this-matter 
were allowed by the government to stand 
in abeyance, no one suggesting any re- 
treat or departure or deviation from the 
parliamentary course; if it were allowed 
to stand and if at the next general elec- 
tion a number of questions were asked at 
a plebiscite, then whatever the majority 
believe ... . would be acceptable to all 
Canadians . . .”" What an extraordinary 
passagé in a speech devoted to largely an 
exposition of the government's retreats. 
Mr. Pearson is assailed for his retreats 
and at the same time wssured that all will 
be forgiven if only he will retreat again. 


Hidden Plebiscite 


The strangest suggestion of all, from 
Mr. Diefenbaker of all people, is the pro- 
posal that the country should have a hid- 
den plebiscite. A minority will not object 
to being over-ruled by a majority (or 
more probably a larger minority) so long 
as it doesn't know where its votes have 
gone. Will Quebec, to take the most ob- 
vious example, not know how Quebec has 
voted? 

Even this proposal is not mew, The 
remarkable thing about the debate on the 
plebiscite amendment is that Conservative 
speeches have added so little to the case 
for a plebiscite. Most. speakers in fact 
have found-extreme difficulty in relating 
their remarks to their own amendment. 
The Liberals have been taunted over and 
over again for remaining silent. 

But there is not much point in repeat- 
ing endlessly arguments already made and 
documented, such as the fact that Mr. 
Diefenbaker, for all his praise of Laurier, 
Borden and King, is.one of those who in 
his day opposed a plebiscite for reasons 
which remain valid.
